3- Salary taxes and other income taxes are "mixed"; most of us willingly pay for 
civilian government, but some of us are pained by the military portion. 

U* Tax laws on salaries ~jery clearly involve the employer as well as employee* 
(As a Yrly Mtg employee I accept the TA l s judgment that it is not at this time 
ready to fight and bleed by refusing to withhold the military portion of taxes 
of " emptoyees so requesting.
